The number of vehicles is obtained by automatic traffic counters 


located at park gates. 


Periodic surveys are made to determine 


the average number of axles per vehicle and the average number 


of occupants per vehicle. 


These modified figures are used to 


calculate total visitors at each park.

Camper statistics are obtained from the data shown on campsite 
permits sold - number of campers and camper nights.

The General Visitor Statistics provide data on various aspects 
of park use, both by day-visitors and by campers. The period 
of operation covered by this section is April 1 to October 10, 
1977. Parks which were open with full facilities between 
October 12, 1976 and March 31, 1977 are covered under Park 
Winter Use. 


A section on Occupancy Rates appeared for the first time in 
the 1976 report. In addition to the usual July-August % 
occupancy, rates are presented for each park for all weekend 
periods between the Victoria Day weekend in May and the 
Labor Day weekend in September, and for weekday periods in 
July and August. It is hoped that this breakdown of campsite 
occupancy will provide more accurate information on park use 
throughout the summer operating season.
